The United States will launch a do-it-now dis- 
armament plan separate from the new Anglo- 
French proposal for long-range arms cuts at the 
United Nations disarmament conference opening 
tomorrow, authoritative sources said teday. 

They said the programme will include specific 
American proposals aimed at making an immediate 
start on President Eisenhower's open-sky inspec- 
tion plan and an alarm system against aggression.

visit to the UNRWA camp 
at Nairab, 10 miles from 
Aleppo, was typical of my 
visits to other camps. 


At Nairab, old British 
Army | barracks—souvenirs 
of fhe last war—have been 
converted to accommodate 
some 8,000 men, women and 
chikiren in conditions only 
just removed from destitu- 
tion. 


PATHETIC 


FAcu of the long ex-Army 
huts has been divided 
into small rooms to shelter 
the various families. Where 
there are seven or eight 
children, those above five 
years of age sleep together 
jin one room, while those 
under five sleep with their 
parents. One family I saw 
was composed of 15 people. 


The few possessions of 
the refugees arc pathetic in 
the extreme.’ Bent and 
battered saucepans, broken 
plates and jugs, torn, 
tattered rugs and curtains 
speak eloquently of the 
poverty of their owners. 


It was snowing when I 
visited Nairab, with the 
temperature at freezing and 
in spite of all my warm 
clothes I was shivering. 
What did they feel—these 
thousands, with their 
threadbare clothing and 


wooden shoes? Even in 
their rooms, the only source 
of warmth was a small 
charcoal brazier, or primus 
stove. 


Twice on day—noon and 
five p.m.—one or two mem- 
bers of each family attend 
at the “cook-house” with 
the tin plates and mugs bo 
receive their allowance of 
“Kiskebab”, a form of Irish 
atem. Sometimes this mut- 
ton stew is alternated with 
poiled goat or camel and 
potatoes , with, very occa- 
sionally, mutton curry and 
rice. 


Sanitary arrangements 
ure primitive but satisfac- 
tory, but water for washing 
clothes is limited to one hour 
a day. Ifa family has a 
large tub it may fill this for 
future use, but the main 
water supply is turned off at 
9 a.m. each day. 


MEDICAL WORK

(CONSIDERING the primi- 
tive and’ severe condi- 
tions in which these people 
live, their general health is 
remarkably good, No major 
epidemics, such as plague, 
typhoid or typhus, haye 
occurred at Nairab for the 
past five years.” 


1 visited the small hospi- 
tal, in charge of a*European 
doctor with two Palestinian 
agaistants and four nurses. 
All medical su~plies are free, 


as are also x-ray examina- 
tions and x-ray therapy 
treatment for ringworm, 
the most prevalent of 
children’s diseases in Syria. 


‘Pneumonia is the most com- 
mon complaint, especially among 
the elderly, and accounts for the 
majority af deaths at thls tlme 
of year. Measles follow an an- 
nual oycle, but it ts usually mild 
in character, 


NOTHING SAID 


QrE of the greatest dificultics 
facing the authorities ts to 
persuade families to report the 
déath of coy cf thelr members. 


As rations are on a “per head” 
basis, the death of one member 
means that supplics are reduced 
proportionally, A_ few weeks 
ago, I was told, a family of four 
was discovered collecting rations 
for elght—~the rations . of. :the 
aged father, mother-in-law and 
two small children who had all 
died. The damily had just buried 
them dn the sand outside the hut, 
and sald nothing! 


A ruling of UNRWA is that if 
any member of a family carns 
more than £15 a month, that 
family is considercd = “self- 
supporting.” As, however, it {s 
impossible to {eed and clothe 
seven to nine children, father 
and mother, to say nothing of 
two grandporents on thls money, 
a way must be found to clreum- 
vent this ruling. Tho. usual 
method us to, “marry off” 
working son as carly as possible 
to a girl in the next hut. Once 
married, tho son is considered 
by the -autborities .to constltute 
op family of his own—ind all 
members continue happily to 
draw UNRWA supplies. :
